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THE TAIiIPP ON WOOL. 


There is a wide difference of opinion 


as to the effect of a tariff on the pric.e 
of wool. Some wool growers argue that 
free wool will advance the price of 
the Lome product, while a large ma- 
jority hold to the belief that it will 
send the price so low that the business 
of raiding wool in the United States 
will become unprofitable an-1 have to 
be abandoned. The Salt Lake Herald 
contends that the idoa that a high 
tariff makes a high price for American 
wool is fallacious and is contradicted 
by facts and figures. Native wool de- 
clined in price since the passage of the 
McKiuley bill while according to the 
protective theory it should hare ad- 
vanced at the same ratio as the addi- 
tion to the duty. Senator Frye of 
Maine, one of the strongest protection- 
ists, stated that domestic wools have 
gone clown in price from the time the 
Morrill tariff was enacted, and Senator 
Sherman pointeu to that fact as an 
argument in 'favor of high duties on 
wool. A tier showing that the price of 
wool had gradually declined under 
high tariff laws, Sherman said: " This 
was the result of the policy of protect- 
ing the wool growers as it is with all 
industries to gradually reduce the 
price. Under the existing law the price 
of wool has gradually gone down." 


Here we have the assertions of such 


Republican statesmen and protection- 
ists as Senators Sherman and Frye that 
the object of a protective tariff is to 
reduce the price of the protected 
articles and they cite wool, which has 
been declining in price since the en- 
actment of the Morrill tariff net went 
into effect a generation ago. Against 
theso statements are the opinions of 
almost every wool grower in the coun- 
try. The latter repudiate the idea that 
putting wool on the free list and ad- 
mitting it free of duty from all parts of 
the world will enhance the price of 
Amarican wool, while the farmers in- 
sist that it will have that effect and 
that a high tariff cheapens the L-ome 
product. 


What the wool growers would like to 


know at this particular time is whether 
they or Senators Sherman and Frye 
are right ? Tht- facts cannot be denied 
that wool is cheaper to-day than it was 
before the Mi-Kinloy bill went into 
elfect and that wool was higher when 
on the free list, before the Morrill 
tariff became u law, than it hus been at 
any time since. Is it possible that 
wool growers ivre deceived and that 
Sherman and Frye are right? Have 
tho wool growers oC Nevada and other 
states) boon supporting ii party and up- 
holding a policy that reduced instead 
of enhanced the value of the product ? 


freight offices. A farmer, mine owner 
or stockman orders his supplies from 
San Francisco or Chicago, and when 
they arrive backs his team up to the 
freight-house platform*, where they are 
loaded into his wagon. He has no use 
for home stores or factories, except to 
make taxation lighter, but he simply 
follows the example of State officers.

Home consumption clubs should be 


organized in Nevada. 
They are as 


necessary here as in Colorado, and one 
of their cardiral principles should be 
to patronize no person and support no 
one for office who sends abroad for 
what can be purchased at home at 
reasonable terms.

AMOTHUll BLOW AT SILVER. 


The East Indian government has 


suspended tho coinage of silver on 
private accounts. 
Tho government 


continues to coin rupees and is there- 
fore more favorable to silver than the 
United States. There are however, no 
silver mines in India, while the United 
States K tho greatest producer of the 
: letal m tho world. 
English mer- 


chants dealing w ith India make money 
by depressing tho price of the metal 
nnd the United States, while pretend- 
ing to protect the industries of the 
country, vies with England in its hos- 
tility to •,ilver and joins with European 
monoy kings to reduce tho value of its 
own product. 


The first off out ot the suspension of 


silver coinage on private account in 
India is to send silver down to 77 rents 
an ounce, the lowest price tho metal 
ever reached in ancient or modern 
time.-. This makes tho market value 
of tho silver in a standard dollar about 
r>'.)i., cants, though tho dollar is a legal 
tender for 10.) cents. Of course this 
con lit ion of ulfairs will not be toler- 
ated much longer.

The people must unite 
against Lombard street and Wall street 
moneybags and demand Ihe full recog- 
nition of silver us money and its coin- 
age on an equality with gold that con- 
iideiu'o Mid prosperity might be re- 
stored to tho country. All agree that 
there is not gold enough in the world 
to pay tho interest, much less the prin- 
ciple, of public and private debts and 
it is absurd to let the millionaire money 
lenders of Europe dictate the financial 
policy of tho United States. Better 
place tho country on a silver basis at 
once and restore prosperity than drive 
Jialf the people to the verge if not clear 
ovor the precipice of bankruptcy by 
adopting the single standard policy.

Further Details of the Horrible Dimwter- 


NEW YORK, June 20.—An extra edi- 


tion of the Evening World contains a 
special cable from Tripoli, Syria, giv- 
ing full details of the sinking of the 
flagship, Victoria, About 8o'clock last 
Thursday afternoon the English fleet 
was sighted making directly for the 
harbor of Tripoli. 
Five big ironclads, 


tho Victoria, Camperdown, Edinburgh, 
Nile and Sansparrel were drawn up in 
full front, the Victoria in the center, 
the Oamperdown on the left and the 
Edinburgh on the right. 


When within about five miles of the 


shore Vice Admiral Sir George Tyron 
signalled to turn and form in double 
line. When the order was given there 
were between the ships less than two 
cables' length and the executive order 
waa extremely difficult for the Victoria 
and Camperdown. Admiral Markhain 
of the Camperdown signalled he didn't 
understand it. The other vessels did 
not hesitate, but began to turn. 


The brief delay hod been fatal. 
The 


Victoria was nearly turned and the 
Camperdown swinging 
round bore 


down upon her. 
Both officers were 


quick to act and swung their vessels 
round so as to receive at the smallest 
angle the blow which both officers saw 
would be inevitable, and tho Camper- 
down began reversing her screws. The 
ram of the Camperdowu struck the 
Victoria just in front of the armored 
bulkhead and plunged into tho thin 
plites of her starboard side. 
The 


other vessels kept moving and got into 
double line, bearing down upon the en- 
tangled ships, and acatasrosphe involv- 
ing all the ironclads was imminent. 
Only the coolness and prompt action of 
the commanders prevented a general 
disaster. 


It seems that Admiral Tyron did not 


realize the extent of the damage to the 
Victoria, for when the other ships sig- 
nalled offers of boats he replied he did 
not need them, The Victoria began to 
forge straight for shore under full 
steam. The discipline was perfect, and 
the admiral 
and 
officers remained 


steadfast upon the bridge. About ten 
minutes after the blow, the Victoria, 
having got something like two miles 
nearer the shore, all at once leaned way 
over to starboard and with a great roll 
and plunge, buried her bow beneath 
the calm surface of the sea. It was 
almost instantaneous. There was only 
a chance for a few wild cries and the 
Victoria was almost half submerged, 
bow foremost, with her swiftly revolv- 
ing screws high in the air. ' Those on 
deck were thrown immediately into the 
water. The men forward and below 
had no time to rush to the deck and 
there was little more than time for 
those in the officers' quarters. 


Several hundred men were hurled 


suddenly into the water, fully dressed, 
and had to battle against an increasing 
Ruction. 


A moment more and a peril more 


horrible descended upon them. As the 
vessel sunk her screws came nearer and 
nearer to the water and descended into 
the midst of the struggling human 
beings. The poor creatures struggled 
in vain against the suction.

NEVADA AT Tilt; FAIB. 


A Gooif .Showing at Mlnerol»*The Kx- 


hI bits Scattered but Good—The First 
Froth 1'lgs. 
No space had been reserved for Ne- 


vada's exhibit at tho world's fair, the 
state having waived all rights to any 
recognition, owing to the fact that the 
legislature in 1891 refused to make an 
appropriation. The United States com- 
missioners, however, prevailed upon 
the chiefs of several departments to 
reserve space, hoping to raise a sum 
through private sources sufficient to 
make a small display and have the 
state represented. In this, however, I 
they failed, and it looked as if Nevada 
would be tho only state not represented. 
The space thus allotted could not be 
retained after September 1, 1892, and 
was withdrawn. 


The action of the last legislature ap- 


propriating $10,000, although at the 
eleventh hour, was received as encour- 
aging news by tne director-general and 
chiefs of departments, and they showed 
their appreciation by rendering to the 
state all the assistance m their power 
with tho result that the state exhibit is 
located in four departments. 
Unfor- 


natolythe principal industry is not dis- 
played to best advantage. Instead of 
having a prominent space on the main 
floor o£ the magnificent building of 
mines and mining, where an exhibit 
could have been made that would have 
challenged the world, the display is vir- 
tually on the west gallery in the min- 
erological department, occupying a 
space of 2,037 square feet. 


THE STATE IS WELL BEPRE&ENTED 


With a display of choice minerals. One 
largo case is devoted to the ores of the 
Comstock, showing the character of the 
ore obtained from every mine on the 
lode, including a bunch of Savage ore 
taken from tho 3200-foot level, the 
deepest point from which ore has been 
extracted in the world. All the mining 
districts of the state are represented. 
The gold oros are quartz, wire and 
placer. The silver ores include ruby 
(one piece weighing 108 pounds from 
the celebrated Manhattan, at Austin, 
assaying 7,000 ounces to the ton) black 
metal, native, wire and horn. 


AOBIC3LTCBAL EXHIBIT. 


The state is more fortunate regarding 


the locality of its exhibit in the agri- 
cultural building, having through the 
courtesy of Idaho obtained a apace in 
section C, on the main floor, leading to 
gallery. Men are engaged in erecting 
a suitable booth 26x2-1 feet, and when 
thib is arranged it \vill show the people 
who believe that Nevada raises nothing 
but sagebrush, how mistaken they are. 
Eight large velvet frames, covered with 
the choicest varieties of cereals and 
surrounded with a deep silver mould 
ing, call for special attention, together 
with sixty varieties of grain neatly ar 
ranged in redwood boxes with glass 
covers, being the work of Professor Mc- 
Dowell of the United States experiment 
station at Beno. 
Grain, corn, alfalfa, 


timothy, art> shown in sheaves, with a 
bale of each. 
Potatoes, corn, fruits, 


vegetables, almonds, peanuts, honey 
and cheese, will also be in the exhibit. 
No arrangements were made for a dis- 
play in the horticultural or dairy 
buildings, so the latter products will 
be exhibited in the agricultural booth. 
Many states have made similar arrange- 
ments. 


BENEFICIAL TO THE STATE. 


This exhibit should prove of the 


greatest benefit to the state. Probably 
many years will elapse before another 
opportunity will be found to show to 
the world what can be done in a state 
where thousands of acres are lying idle 
only awaiting the hand of the settler to 
make them a veritable paradise. Maps 
and pamphlets will be displayed, with 
the reports of the state officials and 
agricultural stations and societies, to- 
gether with many letters from old set- 
tlers to show what has been done and 
also what can be accomplished. 


The mining interests, as far as silver 


is concerned, being in a dormant con- 
dition, it becomes necessary for the 
people to bestir themselves. It is 
pity tho'prime beef "f Nevada cannot 
be exhibited in tho livestock depart 
ments, as it is known to every state in 
the union. 
Nevada's ranges are so 


adapted to the raising of livestock thai 
many would take advantage of going 
into the business if properly adver- 
tised. 
The butter industry of the 


state is becoming well known in Illi 
uois and further east, and the producl 
has been openly declared to be gil' 
edge, bringing 30 cents a pound at El 
gin, 111., in carload lots. 


Surveys have been made whereby im 


mense quantities of wa*er in the rivers 
and mountain streams can be store< 
and utilized during tho dry season. 


FIBST FBESII FIGS.

season to the fair. They are on exhi 
bitiou hi the horticultural building ane 
although D. Boneli of Bioville, who 
sent them, claims that they are three 
weeks late, people will not believe the 
matured in the open air. .
